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Prefatory Note 


The present list of references, designed primarily for the use of 
the graduate student in English, attempts to clear the way through 
the enormous number of publications whıch he faces in beginning 
work on a dissertation or ın explorıng any area of Englısh literature 
or allied fields. The student of today is in fact likely to be hampered 
more by the multiplicity than the paucity of books at hand. The 
yearly output of scholarly publications in English and American 
literature has nearly doubled in the past decade, and there has been a 
correspondingly large increase in the number of bibliographies and 
reference works in the humanities generally. In the present Guide, 
consequently, every effort has been made to restrict the material to 
the indispensable references. The utility of such a work can best be 
measured by the degree to which it points out the essential sources 
which will enable the user to find his way quickly and surely to the 
particular books and articles which he will need. 

In recent years many older works of reference have been 
reprinted and placed on the market unchanged. Thus has its obvious 
dangers for the unwary student, if he accepts a work published fifty 
years ago as representing present-day scholarship. On the other hand, 
for the student of earlier literature, many ‘ out-of-date” bibliog- 
raphies and reference works are still of the greatest value. Brunet and 
Heinsius, for example, are as useful today as ever, and Watt's 
Bibliotheca Britannica is still of first importance for eighteenth- 
century studies. Moreover, many present-day works of reference— 
such as encyclopedias and dictionaries of quotations, which go 
through edition after edition—are forced to discard earlier material 
in order to provide items of contemporary interest. The student of 
literature, 1n fact, makes intelligent use of both the older and the 
most recent bibliographies. 

The first edition of the present work adhered closely to the plan 
of the Bibliographical Guide to English Studies of Tom Peete Cross, 
first published in 1919, which went through many revisions and had 
reached a tenth edition in 1951, the year of Professor Cross's death. 
The present Guide, 1n addition to bringing the bibliographies up to 
date and correcting errors in the first edition, offers a new 
organization of material, with many of the larger categories broken 
down into smaller and—it is hoped—more helpful units. A glance at 
the table of contents will show that chapters 1-14 are universal in

scope and point the way to research in any humanistic field. 
Students are urged to consult the general sources listed in these 
chapters before turnıng to the specifically literary bibliographies and 
references in chapters 15 to 26. The works listed in the remaining 
chapters (27 to 32) deal very selectively with fields allied to literary 
studies. Two indexes-one of names, and one of subjects-give 
further aid in locating particular works. 

In the preparation of this edition of the Reference Guide I have 
had the generous assistance of colleagues and friends, who have been 
willing to answer questions and make suggestions for its improve- 
ment. Thanks are also due to the staff of the University of Chicago
